BROTHER IDENTIFIES BODY AND SAYS 
MAN WAS NOT IN HIS RIGHT MIND 


James O'Shea of 1252 High street, a hard- 
ware dealer, called at the Morgue at noon 
and identified the body as that of his 
brother, Jerome O'Shea. aged 32 years and 
single. 

James O’Shea says his brother was some- 
times known as Shea, but that his real 
name is O'Shea. Another brother, Robert 
L. O’Shea, Ifves at 1213 O'Fallon street. 

James O’Shea declares that his brother 
Jerome was insane when he entered the 
Poplar street house and that he had no in- 
tention of committing burglary in the 
place. Jerome. according to his brother's 
statement, has been of unsound mind for 
the last year. He roomed with his brother 
on High street, and when he did not come 
home Friday night they feared something 
had happened to him. 

The dead man was employed as a waiter 
at the Delmont Restaurant on Seventh 
etreet, near Olive, and the pay envelope 
found in his pockets, bearing the name of 
“Shea’’ was given him at the restaurant. 
He aid not report for duty Friday, his 
brother says. 

O'Shea wore a second coat under the cor- 
duroy jacket. It was of Iight material, blue 
with a red and white stripe. His vest was 
of the same material. Under it was a frlse 
white shirt front, to which was attached 
a white turndown collar and a black tie. 

Under the false shirtfront was the pink 
corset and its canvas covering; beneath this 


was a neglige shirt of red and black. The 
undershirt was of pink balbriggkan. The 
trousers were of light weight, old, and of 
bine c oth, with a th'n white stripe, makirg 
a large check In the goods. His drawers 
were white, and inside the lining was found 
the first clew to his identity—the name “J 
Shea’ and the figure ‘2’ printed in capita! 
letters with {mdelible ink. 

In O’Shea'’s pockets were found a manila 
pay envelope containing $4.75, the name 
“Shea"’ being written across the top of the 
envelope. and a smal] vial of brown, odor- 
ess liquid. 

At 9:30 o'clock this morning Marshall Mc- 
Gee, a fireman at the No. 24 engine house, 
on Spruce street, just west of Twelfth 
street, called at the morgue and identified 
the body as that of a man who appeared 
at the engine house about 7 o'clock Friday 
evening. The man came into the engine 
house and started toward the rear without 
speaking to anyone. Just behind him came 
Poli¢eman Henry Shea, who called him 
and asked him what he was doing there 
and where he had come from. He did not 
answer either question. The policeman ap- 
proached him and began to search him.

‘RUSSIAN LEFT 
ROUTED IN SPITE 
OF BIG RESERVE 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 15, 5:22 p. m— 
The silence of the Russian authorities at 
this critical hour is heartbreaking for the 
public. Nota single official word has been 
given out to relieve the suspense and 
anxiety for over twenty-four hours, and 
the public is convinced that it can oniy 
mean that Gen. Kuropatkin’s worid-pro- 
claimed advance has ended in complete d.s- 
aster with such frightful losses that they 
will stagger Russia even after Liaoyang. 

Most circumstantial stories, attributed to 
court circles, are told of the failure of the 
Russian left, with which Kuropatkin aimed 
his chief biow. The Russian commander 
is stated to have had two and a half army 
corps there, with one and a half corps in 
reserve, and they are said to have been 
beaten and thrown Into a state of confusion 
bordering on a rout, it being now only a 
question of the magnitude of the defeat. 

According to these stories, Kuropatkin 
was really feinting on his front, having 
only three corps, with one general, in re 
serve along the whole center and might.

BAYONETTED

SOLDIERS 


MUKDEN, Oct. 15.—One of the bloodiest 
episodes of the desperate fighting between 
the Shakhe river and Yentai during the 
last three days occurred at the village of 
Endotiula, west of the railroad, and on 
the neighboring heights east of the ruail- 
road. 

The Japanese had been @riven out of 
those positions with terrtble losses, but 
Thursday they concentrated such a mur- 
derous artillery fire on the village that it 
became necessary for the Russians tv with- 
draw, the railroad, however. being held. 
That evening the Russian commander gave 
imperative orders to reoecupy Endotiula. 

The Zaraisk regiment, without firing a 
single shot marched under cover of the 
darkness and bayoneted several battalions 
of the Japanese, many of whom died as 
they slept. 

A few Japanese escaped and sought 
shelter in stacks of Chinese corn, but 
the Itusaians, carried away by the freazy 
of revenge, rushed upon the survivors 
and literally tore up their bodies with 
bayonets. 

The Russians then rolled themselves in 
the Japanese blankets and slept. 

The next morning the Japanese again 
| shelled out the regiment, while the'r ar- 
, tillery came on at a run and secured a po- 
sition east of the river.

Again Kuropatkin ordered the Russians 
to retake the position, but the efforts of 
his troops were in vaim The Russians 
could not reach the Japanese trenches, so 
withering was the Japanese fire, and only 
a few returned where companies had 
charged. 

The companies in some cases were com- 
manded by sergeants after the officer had 
fallen. One officer, his face streaming w'th 
blood, limped up to a general who was furl- 
ous.

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MAY LOSE SIGHT 
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John Harrison Dangerously Burned 
About Face in Carrying Wife and 
Two Lodgers From Burning Resi- 
dence Early Saturday Morning. 


WRAPPED WIFE IN BLANKET — 
AND RAN THROUGH FLAMES. 


Her Burns Also Dangerous—Other 
Women Carried From Third Story 
to Adjoining Roof—All Drenched 
by Water. 


With careful nursing John G. Harrison 
and his wife, aged 42 and 87 years, respec 
tively, will probably recover from the burns 
they received Saturday morning, when 
their home at 3109 Cass avenue, a three- 
story brick building, was partially de- 
stroyed by fire at 2 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing. They are now at the City Hospital 

Harrison saved his wife, who was on the 
second floor, and two women lodgers, Mrs. 
Alice Rose and Mra. Mary Edwards, who 
were sleeping on the third floor of the 
building, from the fire. 

As a result of his fight with the flames, 
Harrison will probably lose his eyesight. 
Hie wife ts seriously burned about the face 
Both will be unable to leave the hospital 
for woeks. Mrs. Rose and Mrs. Edwards 
were uninjured. 
~ Wire was discovered in the Harrison resi- 
dence at 2 o'clock, The flames started in 
the basement and quickly ate their way 
into the second floor. Smoke filled the up- 
per rooms and awakened Harrison and his 
wife. 

Instantly they rushed to a door leading 
downstairs to escape. As the door of their 
room was thrown open the flames en- 
veloped them, igniting their clothing. 

Before they could re-enter their room 
they were seriously burned about the face 
and arms and were nearly rendered uncon- 
scious from the smoke and heat. 

When they entered their room “Harrisoh 
threw a blanket over his wife. Then they 
ran through the flames to a rear stairway 
and made their way ro the third floor of 
the building. 

They were none too soon, for a few min- 
utes later the flarnes had burned through 
the floor of the room, where they had been 
asleep. 

On the third floor Harrison, though suf- 
fering greatly from his burns, awakened 
the two women who were in a rear room 
end carried them in his arms to a rear 
window and thence out on the roof over 
the second floor, where his wife had pre- 
ceded hirm The rear part of the building 
is only two stories high. 

Harrison seized Dbinankets for the two 
women before he followed them and then 
the four persons crawied from the roof of 
the burning bullding to the roof of an ad- 
joining building, where they waited to be 
rescued. 

As they waited, the firemen who had ar- 
rived in the meantime, turned drenching 
sireams of water on the building which 
at times almost swept them from the roof, 
Harrison, his wife and the two women 
ptood on the roof for a half hour walting 
for the firement to extinguish the flames. 
They wore so cut off that the firemen 
could not reach them sooner. 

After the flames were extinguished the 
four were rescued by Patrolman Ken 
singer and Gordon of the Ninth district, 
who extended lIndders from the foof of an 
adjoining building, and carried them down. 

Harrison and his wife were taken imme- 
diately to the City hompital, while Mrs. 
Rose and Mrs. Pdwards were cared for by

NEW “YORK ‘WORLD EDITORIALS TODAY 


TAFT ON EXTRAVAGANCE. 

The collection of fallacies and misinformation which Secretary Taft put on exhil- 
bition at the Union League Club on Thursday night invites comment at so many 
points that it is hard to make the selectian thet the limits of space demand. But let 
us practice self-denial and confine ourselves to the single issue of extravagance. 

Mr. Taft takes up several items of national expense and asks how the Democrats 
prepose to reduce them. Now, even if this challenge could not be answered as to 
any @ingle item it would not be an argument in favor of the Republicam poiicy, but 
quite the reverse. It is unfortunately true that in many cases the burden of ex- 
travagance does not end with a single payment, but is saddled on the country for an 
indefinite time. ‘*The evil that men do lives after them.” For instance, when the 
“billion dollar Congress of 1890°' added $40,000,000 to the annual pension drain, there- 
by causing the deficits that later wrecked the second Cleveland administration, its 
work could not be undone. Its profligate silver purchases, which undermined the na- 
tional finances and brought on-the panic of 1893, could be stopped, as Cleveland proved, 
bat soldiers who had once acquired vested rights in pensions could not be deprived 
of them. 

Even if a Democratic administration could not promise any actual reduction in 
appropriations fixed by Republican laws, it could at least perform a useful public 
service in stopping the steady inerease foreshadowed by President Roosevelt's de- 
fiant avowal that he intends to go on in the future as he has gone in the past. 

But there are plenty of specific expeditares that can be pruned. For instance, 
Mr. Taft mentions “an item of increase of eayerwees in. the construction of a navy ac- 
cording to the plans projected by: the Democrat::« administration of Mr. Cleveland in 
his first term.’ In Mf. Cleveland's first term nobody of either party, no bogrd, no 
single officer, ever dreamed of an expenditure of $39,000,000 for new construction fn @ 
single year. An annual appropriafion of $7,000,000 for that purpose was the limit 
of the hopes of the most ambitious. Under Harrison, a report advocating the con- 
struction of twenty battleships in all was laughed at and pigeon-holed. Secretary 
Tracy said that twelve would be ample. We have twenty-six built and building now, 
and according to President Roosevelt that Is only a beginning. 

Moreover, the President proposes that we, alone of all the naval powers of the 
world, shall keep no ships in reserve. He wants us to keep them all in active service 
all the time. In his thoughtfully measured language, it would be @ “crime” to do 
anything else. That means the addition of at least 20,000 men to the 31,000 we have 
already undér pay, merely to man the ehips already under coristruction, to say noth- 
ing of new ones, with corresponding increase in all the expenses of maintenance. 

In thé last year of the McKinley administration, the navy cost us $61,000,000. In 
the last vear of Roosevelt {t is costing us $92,000,000. In the last year of his second 
term, if*he should be re-elected and continue his present policy, it would cost at least 
$150,000,000. There is no reason why am economical administration should not be 
able to reduce it to the McKinley, if not the Cleveland, level without impairing its 
efficiency. : 

Mr. Taft asks whether it would not be fair for the Democrats to mention the fact 
that the war department expenditure of $115,000,000 includes $20,000,000 for rivers and 
harbors. Yes; but itis also fair to mention the fact that we are spending nearly $3?,- 
000,000 this year for purely military purposes. Might not a peaceful republic like ours 
get along with the $60,000,000 with which a military monarchy like Austria-Hungary 
maintains 325,000 regular soldiers and over 2,000,000 trained men in reserve? Our army, 
navy and pensions are costing us @ million dollars every working day in the year—over 
two thousand dollars a minute on an eight-hour basis. And Mr. Taft says, “We 
rely upon our record.”

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A “Black Friday” Novel: 

Mr. Frederick S. Isham has made an 
excellont choice of a dramatic theme in 
his latest novel, “Black Friday’’ (Bobbs- 
Merrill Co., Indianapolis) but he fails to 
utilize it to the fullest advantage. A story 
that has the tragic climax of the calami- 
tous Gould-Fisk corner in gold as its struc- 
tural backbone should make “The Pit” of 
the Jate Frank Norris seem very tame 
reading by comparison. . 

But this is what Mr. Isham falls short 
of doing, though he has written an inter- 
esting romance of the tumultuous gam- 
bling era that followed the close of the 
civil war. It is true that his hero, Richard 
Strong, one of the giants of Wall street, 
stands as the foremost figure against the 
relentless Jay Gould and the luxuriously 
masterful “Jubilee Jim’ Fisk, and that 
President Grant himself ig back of Strong 
in the fight, but the actual grapple of 
Black Friday lacks the “‘thrill’ that belongs 
to it of right. The legitimate opportunity 
for a great chapter right here is so appar- 
ent that Mr. Isham’s reserve comes as a 
distinct disappointment. 

Nevertheless, his most recent novel is en- 
tertaining reading. treating, as it does, 
of a husband so engrossed in the affairs of 
commerce as to seem neglectful of his 
beautiful voung wife—a situation also rem- 
iniscent of Norris’ story—and its characters 
are clearly etched. That of Elinor Rossiter. 
laughter of an aristocratic but decayed 
New Yorker, who marries the fifty-millton- 
aire Strong. while more or 
with her third cousin, Charlie Dalton, is 
especially distinct, appealing trresistibly to 
the sympathies of the reader. Richard 
Strong himself is a masterYul fellow, but 
generous withal, and almost pathetic fn a 
devotion to the charming woman whom he 
hasn't time to woo as she deserves to be 
wooed. Quite a delicate bit of character- 
delineation, too, Is the picturing of Mr. 
Rossiter. the futHe, artistic dilettante who 
refuses to awaken to the realities of life 
until he has gently created the financial 
situation that necessitated his daughter's 
“marriage of convenience.” And there are 
some rather subtle social situations in the 
story that give it an uncommon relish. 
As for the Wall street and general “city” 
atmosphere of ‘“‘Black Friday,’ it is pre- 
sented with considerable power. We en- 
counter Jay Gould and “Jim” Fisk and 
others of the “Erie crowd;"’ quaint old 
Herace Greeley crosses the page, there is 
one moment in whicH Grant is seen and 
heard. and, as a whole, the stormy closing 
seriod of civil war speculation is depicted 
with reasonable faithfulness.

BOSTON,, Oct. 15.—Just before the battle 
against the divorce evil was lost, the House 
of Deputies of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church fell on its knees and prayed for dl- 
vine guidance in the decision it was about 
to make.
